T. Haviland, of Automobile Club, 
Urges Severe Penalties. 

Penalizing the motor driver for 
carelessness is the only way that 
careful driving can be enforced, de- 
clared James T. Haviland, of 
Wayne, treasurer of the Automobile 
Club of Philadelphia, addressing 
the Lions' Club of Philadelphia at 
its weekly luncheon meeting in the 
Hotel Bellevue-Stratford last 
Tuesday. 

A law which provides that any 
person doing damage to person or 
property through an automobile ac- 
cident shall suffer revocation of 
drivers' license until the damage is 
compensated forces the uninsured 
driver to drive at his own peril, 
said Mr. Haviland. 

Compulsory insurance fails to en- 
force careful driving, the speaker 
declared, and, in fact, tends to give 
the driver an attitude of: "Well, 
I had to take out insurance. 

Mr. Haviland cited the experi- 
ence in Massachusetts, which State 
has a compulsory automobile insur- 
ance law.

In private life Mr. Wohlert re- 
sides in Narbrook Park and pur- 
sues his civic duties under the 
banner of the small local Democ- 
racy. Outspoken and critical, he 
has long wielded an influence in 
local governmental affairs. 

The article crediting Narberth 
with leadership in the Oriental 
tree industry follows in part: 

On this subject (the magazine 
says) Mr. Wohlert has recently 
written us briefly but interest- 
ingly in a letter which we quote 
herewith. Recollecting his 

prominent position in Eastern 
nursery circles ( he is now presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Nur- 
serymen's Association) and his 
constructive activity as a citizen 
and public servant in his commu- 
nity, one is the more impressed of the 
to find him so keenly alive to the 
possibilities of these plant intro- 
ductions as garden subjects and 
as sources of profit for propaga- 
tors and growers. 

Japanese flowering Cherries, 
says Mr. Wohlert, are becoming 
increasingly popular with the 
public, and this popularity is well 
deserved, as they are one of the 
most striking features in the land- 
scape where judiciously used. We 
had a row planted as street trees 
along our main front, but we de- 
cided to widen this public street 
five feet, and setting the curb 
back this distance took the trees 
and the old sidewalk. These 
trees created quite a sensation 
when in bloom ; despite their 
being there year after year, mo- 
torists would invariably slow up 
their cars in passing while the 



tensive plantings of these trees 
and this they are doing. The ad- 
vantage is, of course, that the 
public is intensively interested in 
anything that makes a grand dis- 
play ; the people in charge of the 
parks thoroughly realize that 
while the green park is very dig- 
nified and beautiful, something 
more than just foliage, be it ever 
so pretty, is necessary in order to 
get the attention of the multi- 
tude. 

It is not generally realized, 
however, that many of the Flow- 
ering Crabs are ever so much 
more showy or conspicuous than 
are the Flowering Cherries. 
Somehow or another Japan is a 
land of mystery and anything 
that is Japanese is good; but just 
the same if I want a real splashy 
color, I would plant a great many 
very showy Flowering 
Crabs such as Malus atrosan- 
guinea arnoldiana, floribunda pur- 
purea, eleyi, scheideckeri, specta- 
bilis, ioensis and bachteli, al- 
though the latter two, as well as 
scheideckeri and spectabilis, are 
not any more conspicuous in col- 
oring than are the Flowering 
Cherries. Many of the Crabs 
(but none of the above men- 
tioned) are strikingly beautiful 
when in fruit, particularly the Sie- 
boldi varieties, M. toringo, sar- 
genti, etc., and their crosses. 

Of course, it is well known that 
the Flowering Peach grows fast 
and has the biggest splash of 
color of all the flowering trees. 

In addition to the two nursery- 
men who are carrying Narberth's

Donn Byrne's Latest Story to Be

CLAIMS "WORST ROAD" 

That a steep part of old Gulph 
road east of McClenaghan's Mill 
road, Wynnewood, Is the worst paved 
public road in Lower Merlon town- 
ship is the complaint of J. Bedford 
Wooley, Cynwyd and Philadelphia 
architect, whose property, originally 
owned by the Montgomery School, 
is situated at the corner of the two 
highways. 

"The road is In deplorable con- 
dition," he told the township com- 
mission at its meeting Wednesday 
night. "So much so that an oil 
company which had supplied fuel 
for our burner last year, refused to 
contract for delivery this year, as- 
serting that it would cost $210 to 
haul $70 worth of oil over that 
stretch of road. 

"We got a taxi out almost to our 
house once, but mud and ruts on 
that road were too much for its 
driver and he refused to risk his car 
any farther. No business house will 
deliver orders to my home, except 
for one boy who receives extra pay 
to circumnavigate the road with 
bottles of milk — and he comes on 
foot." 

It was stated that Commissioner 
James A. Stretch had arranged last 
winter to have cinders dumped Into 
ruts of the road for about 200 feet, 
but these were washed out soon 
afterwards. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Highway Committee i'or 
action.

List of Untroubled Routes Prepared. 

For the benefit of the motorists 
who plan a tri > over the comin 
weekend the Keystone Automo- 
bile Club has prepared a list of 
the main highways on which no 
serious detours are effective. 

This information is given be- 
cause of the unusual condition in 
Pennsylvania, with construction 
work necessitating nearly 500 de- 
tours, varying in length from one 
to 40 miles. 

The Lincoln Highway from 
Philadelphia west to Gettysburg 
is in perfect condition. With a 
short detour in Chambersburg the 
entire highway is in excellent 
condition as far west as Pitts- 
burgh. Ridge pike, also known 
as the Benjamin Franklin High- 
way, is in good condition as far 
as Reading. The road from 
Reading to Pottsville is good. 

The Bethlehem pike is free 
from detours. Tourists traveling 
to Baltimore by either the old 
Philadelphia pike or the Balti- 
more pike will find these roads in 
good condition, although both 
have some construction work on 
them in Maryland. 

The Susquehanna Trail is ex- 
cellent for its entire length, with 
the exception of a small detour 
north of Harrisburg. wlaclis-is _•: 
easily passed. 

In New Jersey, the White 
Horse pike, over which so many 
persons will drive to the shore re- 
sorts, is in perfect condition. The 
Shore Boulevard, the connecting 
link between the White Horse 
pike and the shore resorts, is in 
perfect condition all along the 
coast. The Black Horse pike, the 
main road leading to Wildwood 
and Cape May, has a little con- 
struction work on it that will not 
hinder the motorist. There is a 
similar condition on the Harding 
Highway, ,, which leads from 
Pennsgrove direct to Atlantic 
City.

York is in excellent condition.

Gives Heat Advice 

"Most of us are required to spend 
the greater portion of the summer at 
home. Consequently the vexatious 
subject of excessive temperature fre- 
quently arises. While it must be ad- 
mitted that 80 degrees of heat, or even 
a few degrees less coupled with hu- 
midity, is not likely to add to one's 
comfoTt, there is not much reason to 
rant and rail at the situation," said Dr. 
Theodore B. Appel, Secretary of 
Health, Monday. 

"There are many people who have 
developed a hot-weather complex. 
Their minds are absolutely set to a 
discomforting existence so long as 
summer remains. They fret, they 
worry and they complain. They fre- 
quently run to the thermometer and, 
noticing a rise, promptly become hot- 
ter and more miserable. 

"While a hot, sticky atmosphere cer- 
tainly is not as comfortable as a sharp, 
cool one, there is very little advantage 
in complaining about it. Why not 
make the best rather than the worst of 
it? Why not try to keep cool instead 
of deliberately getting hotter? 

"At a matter of fact, habits have 
much to do with keeping cool in sum- 
mer time. A bit of applied care, and 
a great deal less complaining will re- 
move much of the actual or imagined 
discomfort of the super-heated season. 

"For example, there is the question 
of food. The body actually requires 
less nourishment in summer than dur- 
ing any other season of the year. The 
heat-producing foods should therefore 
be decidedly curtailed; these include 
starchy foods, sweets and meats. 

"It is positively surprising what a 
difference will be noted if the summer 
diet is in the main reduced to vege- 
tables and fruit. This will in no case 
create a hardship. Moreover, a strict 
adherence to this rule will still permit 
the use of the heavier foods on the 
cool days, which in Pennsylvania are 
mingled with the more torrid ones. 

"So here are the rules for hot weath- 
er living: 

"1. Eat sparingly of meats, starchy 
food and sweets— they are heat pro- 
ducers. 

"2. Exercise (a long walk prefer- 
ably) after sun-down. 

"3. Avoid excessive exercise in the 

"4. Keep the alimentary tract open. 

"5. A daily bath. 

"6. And finally, but by no means the 
least important, banish the hot weather 
complex. 

"While following the above rules 
will not reduce the temperature out- 
side of you, it will reduce your hot at- 
titude toward heat. Remember, it al- 
ways pays, under all circumstances, to 
keep cool!''
